Lawsuit loses sight of what a majority is- 


David Skaggs, a thoughtful Democratic 
congressman from.Colorado, has filed a 
lawsuit charging that virtually the first 
• thing the House of Representatives did on ' 
Jon. 4 after its members swore to defend 
the Constitution was to violate the Consti- 
tution. And not in a peripheral matter, but 
by overthrowing the constitutional princi- 
■ ple of majority, rule. 

The flaw in his orgtment is that there is 
no such explicit constitutional principle, 
and it is problematic extracting even on 
implicit principle. But if his constitutional 
reasoning is unpersuasive, hia prudential 
reasoning deserves more attention than it 
received on Congress’ hectic opening day. 

That day Congress performed the usual 
housekeeping chore of readopting, with ' 
some amendments, the rules that would 
govern legislative, proceedings. But several 
amendments were unusual. For example, 
the House dMided that no legislation con- 
taining “on income tax rate increase shall 
be considered os passed’’ unless it receives 
the votes of three-fifths of the members 
voting. (The House also voted that it can- 
not even consider a retroactive tax in- 
crease.) 

Skaggs argues that this unconstitutional- 
ly empowers a minority to defeat legisla- 
tion. He says that because the Constitution 
contains some,supeimajority provisions 
(consent to treaties, impeachment and so 
on), this implies that a simple minority is 
mant^toty wherever the Constitution is 
silent' He also notes the provision that the 
vice president votes in the Senate when it 
is “equally dividetl." He says this means 
the ftiuners intended the Senate, and surely 
not just the Senate, to operate-by simple 
majority rule'. Finally, he notes that the 
Constitution says that “a majority of each 
(house) shall constitute a quonnn to do ' 

business.” - — ^ ; 

Defenders of the new supermojority rule

argue that the framers who wrote the quo- 
rum clause clearly assumed that in the ab- 
sence of such a stipulation, Congress could 
do os it pleased. And there is no stipulation 
that all legislation shall be passed b)^ sim- 
_ple majorities. Furthermore, the Constitu- 
tion says “each house may determine.the 
rules of its proceedings.” And the Supreme 
Court has held that “con^£sionaI practice 
in the transaction of bfdiriiiry business is of 
course none of our concern.” 

However, the new supermajority rulc’s 
supporters, most of whom ore Republican, 
are in a weak position to wax indignant 
about Skaggs and others taking the rule to 
court. When in 1993 the Democratic ma- 
jority in the House voted to permit dele- 
gates from the territories and the District 
ofCoIumbia-all Democrats, of course - 
to vote in.the House when it is function- 
ing os the Committee ofthe Whole, Re- 
publicans challenged this it\the D.C. 

Court of Appeals. 'There they lost, but not 
because the court declined to review the 
House action. And that court said “there 
are limitations to the House’s rulemaking 
power.” 

Still, no court has ever held a rule of ei- 
ther house unconstitutional. Even in this 
age of judicial overreaching it would be an 
unusually rash judge who would piit courts 
into the business of examining House and . 
Senate procedures (the Senate three-fifths 
requirement to limit debate, the “holds” ' 
senators can place on bills, the restrictive 
rliles under whicbTegisIatlon con come to ' 
;^c-Hou3e^oorj-vari6us-powerrofcom=^~ — 
'mttees and subcommittees) that con im- 


pede a majority eager to act. i 

There is nothing anti-constitutional 
about giving protective empowerments to 
minorities, or about complicating the way 
majorities work their wills.' A supermajori- 
ty requirement is one way of building into 
democratic decisionmaking a measurement 
of intensity of feeling os well as mere num- 
bers. Furthermore, supermajority require- 
ments are devices for assigning special im- 
portance to particular matters, and perhaps 
t^aiion is properly so regarded. 

' However, everyone considers some- 
thing, and not always taxation, especially 
important. Skaggs worries that supermajor- . 
ip' provisions will multiply as various fac- 
tions use, them to give imprimattu^ of 
moral seriousness to this or that. Indeed, 
already the House has voted to require a - 
three-flfths vote to repeal rules and regtila-' 
tions on-the new “correction days’^devoted 
to such repeals. Some ofthe people who ' . 
opposed the supermajority provision re- 
garding taxation wanted the supermajority 
provision fot “corrections.” 

What a House majority has done regard- 
ing supermajorities and taxation, a subse- . 
quent majority con undo, but perhaps not ' 
easily. From now on congressional candl- ! 
dates will beaked how ffiey will vote on 
the supemiajority rulc. A majority of each., 
new Congress may come to office commit- 
ted to keeping the rule.

Legislator blasts Chenoweth over remarks 


LEWISTON (AP) — U.S. Rep. 
Helen Chenoweth's anti-Indian 
remorks arc smudging human rights 
. laws enacted to. show Idaho is not a 
home for racists, state Sen, Mary 
Lou Reed says. 

The assistant Senate -Democratic 
leader said Friday 'she decided to 
speak out because Chenoweth “is 
getting away with something she^ 
shouldn’t get away with. I think she 
. has- some, racist feelings and that' 
isn'.t the Idaho way." 

But Chenoweth spokeswoman 
Khris Bershers said the Republican 
congresswoman is simply question- 
ing the confusing relationship with 
the Indian, tribes under their treaties.

SALT LAKE CITY (Al^) — A 
ruling by the Utah Supreme Court 
may end a former Cedar City nurs- 
es' 10-ycar court battle against four 
Utah news organizations. 

Shelley . Russell sued ' The 
Spectrum newspaper in St. George, 
.The Salt Lake Tribune and The 
Associated Press over stories she 
claimed were libelous. 'The articles 
contained information about her 
drug problems and relationship with 
a doctor who allegedly supplied the 
drugs. 

The Spectrum casp was settled, 
and The Tribune and Associated 
Press coses were dismissed. 

Russell also -tried -to sue the 
Standard-Examiner newspaper in 
Ogden. But on Friday, the Utah 
Supreme Court ruled she had waited 
too long. 

Russell's complaints stem from a 


Dec. 11, 1985, article in The 
Spectrum by reporter Kristine 
Mcsserly Loosley. Russell sued the 
pAper, Loosely and then-director of 
the Utah Division of Licensing; 
Robert Bowen, who was quoted in 
the story. 

In 1990, the trial court 'dismissed 
Russell’s suit against Bow^ citing 
governmental immunity. The judge 
also dismissed the suits against 
Loosley .and the paper, citing statu- 
tory and common-law privilege. 

The trial court decrsion"'was 
reversed on appeal. But in 
November 1992, the Utah Suprern'e. 
Court then reversed the Court of 
Appeals, although one issue was left 
for the trial court to resolve. Rather 
than go to trial over that issue, The 
Spectrum settled with Russell. 

Russell-then filed suit ogoinst The 
Associated Press and The Tribune in 


November 1993 after they published 
stories about the'1992 Ut^ Supreme 
Court ruling. Russell claimed- The 
Tribune and Associated Press cora- 
mitted libel by repeating allegedly 
erroneous facts. 

Id 'March 1994, a 3rd District 
Court trial judge dismissed both 
suits, saying they merely repub- 
lished a story originating from the 
Standard-Examiner, where fonner 
Spectrum reporter Loosely had 
transferred. 

The media may republish stories 
obtained from a reliable news orga- 
nization without being liable for 
information that may iater prove 
defamatory, according to cose law. 

It was not until Fetmory 1994 that 
Russell learned the Standard- 
Examiner was the originator of the 
November 1992 story. Russell tried 
to add that paper to the lawsuit

OREM, Utah (AP) — A 20- 
year-6Id Orem man surrendered to 
police Samrday evening after they

Harry Wu 
Formally arrested 


— BEIJING (AP) — A U.S. human 
^ rights activist, who sneaked into 
Chinese prisons to expose abuses was 
charged Saturday with espionage and 
could face execution if he Is convicted. 

Horry Wu, 58, a Chinese-born 
^ American citizen, has been in custody 
j since June 19, when he tried to enter 
f China from Kazakhstan. 

' , The government-run Xinhua News 
L Agency reported that Wu was formal- . 
ly arrested and charged Saturday in 
the city of Wuhan, thousands of miles 
U from thc'Koznkhstan border. It Ad not 
^3 explain why or how he was taken to 
)Vuhon. 

J The charges were “entering into 
China under false names, illegally 


obldfning China's state secrets and 
conducting 'criminal activities." 
Espionage carries a maximum penalty 
of death.' 

Xinhua said Wu used aliases, to 
.enter China several times in the post 
four years, went into areas off-limits 
to foreigners and “engaged in espi- 
onage and bought secret information 
and stole secret documents." 

Wu’s arrest cotnes at a low point in 
U.S.-Chiria_reIations, already battered 
by a visit last month to the United 
States by the president of Beijing's 
rival' government in Taiwan. 
'Stispicions that China is selling medt^ 
um-range missiles to Pakistan arc 
another ch^ic irritant. 


Wu's arrest "represents, a major 
escalation of China's confrontation 
with the West over human fights, 
especially the United States,” said 
Robin Munro, a researcher with the 
New 'Vork-bosed group Human 
Rights Watch-Asia. 

"They arc seeking tp draw a line in 
the sand, prepare for battle," he said. 

Munro noted that Chinese authori- 
ties lost month revoked medical parole 
forChen Ziming, named by the gov- 
ernment as one of the main forces 
behind the 1989 Tiananmen Square 
democracy movement, and returned 
him to prison .to serve out the rest of 
his 13-yeor sentence.

most of them refugees. Neither radio 
nor U.N. officials could elaborate on 
the casualty count.

Buy stocks 
in education

WASHINGTON — One way to make 
huge sums in the stock market' is to figure, 
out which industries and companies will be 
thriving 10 years from now,— ond’invest iri 
dtem. - • 

That's not easy, of course, bui consider 
the payoff. In 1 986, for example, a prescient 
investor mighi'havc looked at the infaqi 
personal computer business and concluded 
that a certain Redmond, Wash., firm that ' 
wrote systems software would boom.' A 
SI 5,000 investment in Microsoft Corp. back . 
then would be worih more than 51 mt'iit'on 
today. 

My candidate for the hottest industiy in 
2005 is education. Right now, nearly all of 
the S400 billion that's spent on it each year 
flows to government entities and to non-' 
— profitsrrathcrthairtoxommercial-finnsrBut — 
it doesn’t take a genius to predict that the 
. folks who manage education today won't 
still have their near-monopoly in the next ' 
century. 

By any objective standard, they have 
done a poor job — ond the money to fund 
their inefticiencies is running out. For ex- 
ample, while elementary and secondary 
school enrollments rose less than 3 percent 
from 1980 to 1993, expenditures rose 161 
percent. Quality? SAT scores 
arc flat or falling. Any private business 
that performed that way would have submit- ' 
icd^ Chapter 1 1 filing long ago. 

'Tne education maikct t^ay reminds us 
of what the health core business looked like 
10 to 15 years ago," says Michael Moc. 
who heads the growlh-cdmpany group at 
. Lehman Brothers Inc.'*and Is one ofthe few 
analysts who follow education stocks. 

There’s enormous resistance to change 
among entrenched interests,- he told me, 
just as there was in health. People would 
say, “You shouldn]! make money off hos- 
pitals,” just as they’re now saying. “You- 
shouldn’t make money oiT a child’s educa- 
tion." But changes arc happening, and it’s - 
inevitable that for-profit firms will enter 
what Moc calls “a gigantic' market." 

Some of them are already there. HCrc is 
how the tiny education industry shapes iip: .. - 
• Scbool management. The big- name 
here is Education Alternatives Inc., the 
Minneapolis-based flnn that, under con- 
tract with city authorities, runs nine 
schools in Baltimore, will soon’bcgin run- 
- ning at least five in Hartford and may add 
another 1 1 in Washington. 

EAl takes a fee per student that’s rough- 
ly the same as the public schools them- 
selves spend, then tries to do a better job. I 
was impressed on my own visit a year ago 
to a Baltimore scKooI run-by EAI, but the 
company has to overcome severe political 
obstacles. The stock has tumbled by'70 
percent after hitting a high of S48.50 a 
share in late 1993; Moc believes it could 
doubic'this year. 

Other companies, notably Christopher 
•Whittle’s Edison Project, which is closely , 
held and recently received an infusion of 
venture capita] money, arc starting to com- 
pete with EAl, but the market is certainly 
big enough. If private firms take only 20 
. percent of public elementary and sec- 
ondary school revenue 10 years from now, 
they'll be grossing about SlOO billion. 

■ Private school chains. Last week, Ohio 
Gov. George- V. Voinovich (R) signed a 
bill creating a pilot voucher program in 
Cleveland that helps parents send their 
kids to private' schools. In Milwaukee, a 
successful voucher program is about to be 
expanded. Private cducatjon,’ perhaps with 
public subsidies, may be the wave of the 
future. 

But is it a business? The Edison Project, 
which originally planned to start a ch'ain of 
low-cost private schools, evidently doesn't ' 
think so, but a few companies are making 
attempts. 

The most prominent Is Nobel Education 
Dynamics Inc., based in Media, Pa. The 
firm, traded over-the-counter, will'own 52 
schools across the country by year — end

The Federal Reserve cut its’ key 
bank lending rate by one-quarter 
point Thursday, the first reduction 
in three')|ears,Joping to hold off an 
economic d^ine portrayed by 
many observers os dramatic. 

But. then Friday, the Labor 
Department reported the nation's 
unemployment rate actually got bet- 
ter last' month. Had they known, the 
Fed’s policymakers might not have 
cut the rate.

Several big banks cut their prime 
lending rates in response to the 
Fed’s move. Biit the cost of many 
types of borrowing had already, - 
gone down in recent weeks, causing 
economists to debate whether the 
Fed was leading the way or follow- 
ing the pack.
